mediately aud universally abandoned.

Legislation in Virginia. 

The cares and anxieties of the slavehold¬ 
ers must be very complicated aud multi¬ 
tudinous. The Legislature of Virginia, 
now in rcssioii, have numerous petitions 
front white citizens on behalf ol respectable 
colored persons, all over the Slate, praying 
tliiu they inay be allowed to remain in the 
State, as freemen. On the other hand, the 
following report of December 6, shows a 
difficulty on the other side. Rend it: 

“ Mr. Gray, presented the petition of 150 
citizens ol the county of Loudoun, in refer¬ 
ence to emancipated slaves ; iu presenting 
the petition, Mr. Gray said : 

“ Mr. Speaker—1 rise to present lo the 
House the petition of 150 citizens, residents 
of the county of Loudoun, praying an 
amendment of the law, ‘prohibitingnegroes, 
emancipated since 1806. from remaining iu 
the commonwealth more than twelve months 
after emancipation.' They find, sir, that 
iho present law does not effect the object 
designed, that the number of free negroes in 
their county has been increased, by addi¬ 
tions from ihe class of emancipated slaves 
remaining coutraty to law : and that all al- 
empts to remove them permanently under 
lie present law, have failed. They, there¬ 
fore, asks the intervention of the Legisla¬ 
ture to relieve them, by further enactments, 
from this increasing evil, lu their petition 
they pray the adoption of an amendment 
therein stated, which they feel coufidcut will 
hare the desired effect.” 

This county ol Loudoun, which adjoins 
the Metropolitan District on the North 
West, bad in 1S40 a population of 20.43L, 
of which the slaves were 5,273 or about one 
quarter ; tbe whiles were 13,840 or a lillle 
over two thirds, and the free colored, whose 
increase creates so much alarm to these 
white petitioners, are 1,318, or about six per 
cent, ol the whole. Of the whites io tbe 
county, 6.430 are over 20 years of age, and 
of them 980, or 15 per cent ate returned 
unable to read or write. Whether any of 
these “ 150 citizens ” made their mark, I 
have no means of showing. Allowing each 
slaveholder to own, on an average, ten 
slaves, which is probably a small allowance, 
the number of actual slaveholders in the 
county would be 527. The number of votes 
given in the county at the great Presiden¬ 
tial strife in 1840, was 1.650, being a little 
larger than ihe number of slaves, about 12 
per cent of the white population, and near¬ 
ly one fourth of the whites above 20 years 
age. It must be a matter of grave impor- 
tance in such a county, lo put a stop to the 
emancipation of slaves by still more rigor- 
ous enactments. 

There is one important fact here stated, 
which gives the lie io the grand plea ol the 
co ]oiiizatioiiists, that emancipated slaves 
must be hurried off to Liberia, or they will 
be sold as slaves. Here we see that the

Eruptions of Mount Etna. 

The late emission of ibis celebrated moun¬ 
tain, though nut succeeded by such an ac¬ 
count of destruction and calamity, as has 
been registered on prior occasions, has call¬ 
ed up in the English papers a long enumer¬ 
ation of some of the most remarkable erup¬ 
tions of ancient times. There appear to 
have been as many as nine eruptions before 
Christ. 

The first that is recorded, disposse 
the whole tribe of the Sicani, and drove 
them to settle in more southern parts. The 
second and third eruptions ire commemora¬ 
ted by the Athenians in their marbles. I; 
was at the last that two rich brothers.named 
Amphinomus and Anapis, rushed into the 
torrents of red flames and carried off their 
aged parents on their backs. The fire 
spared the youths, it is said, while it consu¬ 
med those on the same roads. Catania,and 
her citizens, dedicated a temple to this act 
of filial piety. Five eruptions intervened 
till the ninth, that happened in the reign of 
Caligula, which terrified that Emperor so far 
as to cause his precipitate flight from Messi-

From the Albany Evening Journal of Feb. 18. 
Disastrous Band Slide at Troy 1 
Nine Dwellings Crushed! — Seventeen Lives Lost" 
Our city was agitated last evening with 
tlip rumor that a land slide hud nccured at 
Troy, even more fatal in its effects than 


the disaster of a similar character w hich 
afflicted that city in 1837. In the course 
of an hour or two a slip from the office of 
the Budget brought ns a few particulars of 
the fearful catastrophe, and up to 11 o’clock 
last night every stage from Troy came 
freighted with later and more appalling 
accounts. With the view of obtaining full 
and accurate intelligence, we repaired at 
an early hour this morning to the scene 
of the disaster. The sight that met our 
eyes, as we rode up front the Lovvet Feiry 
to the foot of the lull w hich crowns the city 
baffles all description. The slide had 
reached upwards of 200 yards into the level 
plain, covering a space more than 150 
yards wide, to an average depth of twenty 
feet. Masses of blue clay, rendered by 
the cold almost as hard as a rock, were 
scattered over the whole extent. Fragments 
of shattered buildings were strewn along 
the surface or peeping out from among 
the mins. One of the houses overwhelmed 
by the avalanche had caught fire, and the 
smoke from the smouldering flames hung 
like a pall over the sad scene. 

It seems as if an earthquake had passed 
over this portion of the city, tearing up 
and overturning every thing in its fearful 
career and leaving in its track a rlmos of 
ruins. Thousands of spectators had gath¬ 
ered about the spot, while here and there 
parties of laborers were seen busily engag¬ 
ed in searching for the bodies ' of the vic¬ 
tims, animated by the hope of rescuing 
of the sufferers before life was ex-

The slide occurred about half past three 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. For soin< 
mouths prewous many loads of earth hnvi 
been dug out of the base of the hill fron 
which the heap fell.

The most important eruptions after Chri-t 
are those in 1160, 1169, 1329, 1536, 1537 
1693, 1763, 1787, 1792, 1802, 1809, 1811’ 
1819. Streams of fire in copious bodies ran 
down the declivity of the mountain during 
ihe two former years. In the third, a new 
crater was opened, ant] the flaming matter 
that was disgorged from it overspread the 
adjacent fields, and destroyed the buildings 
of the towns. The ashes snread as far as 
Malta, and many died ot terror. 

After the cessation of nearly a hundred 
years, the eruption of 1536 occurred, which 
lasted for a considerable time, and was 
dreadful in its appearance and effects.

The affair, involving the suspected abduc¬ 
tion of a young lady of Southwark, which has 
created so much excitement in that district, 
and caused so much talk aud speculation all 
over the city, siuce Monday last, has had an 
awful termination. Hutchison Heberton, the 
individual who was alleged to have abduct¬ 
ed the young lady, last evening fell by the 
hand of the brother of the latter—having been 
shot dead by him in a close carriage, in which 
being privately conveyed out of tbe 
city by a friend, on board the steam ferry boat 
John Fitch. 

The occurrence took place jiigt as the boat, 
which had left Market street wliaif about six 
o’clock, was ■mining into the slip at Camden. 
We forbear at present saying more of tbe 
matter than to give briefly the particulars. 

The name oi the brother who committed 
this deed is Hall W. Mercer, clerk in t 
of-Carsen &,Newbold, South Wharvi 
He had been pursuing the roue Heberton, for 
two or three days. He proposed to fight him, 
but could not bring him to tbe field. He then 
determined to revenge summarily the outrage 
upon tbe fair fame of bis family, and receiv¬ 
ing intelligence of Heberlon’s intended flight 
to New Jersey, he laid his plans. 

A carriage was hired liy a legal friend of I 
Heberton which was driven all about town.- 
Then itdrew up to the lawyer’s door. Hebei 
ton got in. Tbe blinds were closed. Tit 
carriage drove down to the Ferry boat, John 
Fitch. In the mean time Mercer had taken a 
position on board the boat, behind a coal box. 
There he remained unobserved, until the 
boat neared the Camden Ferry. 

He then stepped forward, presented a re¬ 
volving pistol, and discharged four of its bar¬ 
rels into the carriage. The first ball enter¬ 
ed Heherton’s body just under the left shoul¬ 
der blade, passing through the blinds of the 
carriage. Tbe second penetrated the body, 
tbe third and fourth the door of tbe vehicle.— 
Heberton was conveyed, as soon as the boat 
reached the shore, to Cake’s tavern, where he 
breathed his last in about 10 minutes. 

Mercer was immediately taken into custody. 
When the New York boat came over, about 
(’clock last night the coroner’s jury 
was sml investigating tbe matter at Cake’s 
Tavern, and Mercer was still in custody at the 
tavern, and in a terrible stale of excitement. 

0G~ The Philadelphia correspondent of tbe 
N. Y. Express, under dale of yesterday give.- 
the following further particulars in relation to 
this horrible affair : 

Miss Mercer, the victim of Heberton’s arts, 
is a young lady of respectable but not fash¬ 
ionable connexions. Her father resides in 
Southwark. Her hi other (and I believe there 
are two of them) is a young man who has 
been, and still is most highly esteemed by a 
superior circle of acquaintance. Miss Mercer 
is said to be subject to temporary fils of men ¬ 
tal alienation, owing to a wen on the side of 
her head. During thesq fits she lias been in 
the habit of wandering- about aud acting in 
other modes singularly. She is a mere child, 
illy sixteen years ot age. With regard to 
er insanity I give the story as I hear it. li 
may nut be true. 

Heberton, her seducer, was a young man of 
fortune, son of a deceased physician. His 
mother is a woman of superior sianding, and 
closely related to fashionable families. Heb- 
eriorl has never had, I believe, any profession, 
ami employed himself in pleasure burning.— 
He refused it is said, to fight Mercer, on the 
ground ol Mercer’s not being his social equal! 

Mercer is now in Woodbury (N.J.) Jail 
ooimniued for murder in the first degree. He 
is allowed books, writing materials, &.C.— 
When be tired on and killed Heberton, the 
latter had a dirk and a pistol on Ids person, 
and two riflesor fowling pieces in the carriage. 
He bad been endeavoring to escape for two 
ays from ihe city, but was closely watched, 
s the catastrophe proves.
